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ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  section  2,  of  an 
Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  40,  65th  Congress),  approved  August  10, 
1917,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  has  been  authorized  and  instructed  as  an  agent 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary 
to  obtain  authoritative  information  regarding  the  matters  authorized 
to  be  investigated   under   that   section.

The  Seed  Reporter  is  printed  at  and  mailed  from  Chicago.  The 
regular  monthly  issue  is  mailed  as  soon  as  off  the  press,  which  usually 
is  between  the  sixth  and  tenth  of  the  month.  On  application  to  the 
field  office  of  the  Seed  Reporting  Service,  59  Board  of  Trade  Building, 
Chicago,  Illinois,  a  copy  will  be  furnished  to  any  one  after,  but  not 
before,  nine  o'clock  of  the  morning  of  the  first  business  day  following 
the  date  of  mailing.

COMMERCIAL  SUGAR  BEET  SEED. 

Complete  returns  on  sugar  beet  seed  from  the  War 
Emergency  Seed  Survey  of  January  31,  1918,  show  that  there 
was  on(  hand  on  that  date  19,240,571  pounds  of  imported 
sugar  beet  seed  and  7,927,614  pounds  of  home-grown  seed. 
On  January  31,  1917,  there  was  on  hand  15,499,653  pounds  of 
imported  sugar  beet  seed  and  5,432,171  pounds  of  home- 
grown seed.  The  total  amount  of  both  imported  and  home- 
ground  sugar  beet  seed  on  hand  January  31,  1918,  was  there- 
fore, 27,168,185  pounds,  as  compared  with  20,931,824  on  Jan- 
uary 31,  1917. 

It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  there  is  sufficient  seed  on 
hand  to  plant  a  normal  sugar  beet  acreage  this  year,  includ- 
ing the_  necessary  replantings,  and  that  after  the  planting 
season  is  over,  there  should  be  a  surplus  of  from  20  to  25 
per  cent  of  the  sugar  beet  seed  requirements  for  1919.  Very 
little  sugar  beet  seed  has  been  imported  since  January  31, 
1918,  and  it  is  not  probable  that  any  considerable  quan- 
tity will  be  imported  before  the  close  of  the  1918  planting 
season. 

In  view  of  the  small  surplus  that  will  remain  after  the 
1918  planting  has  been  finished,  it  is  evident  that  a  consider- 
able increase  in  domestic  beet  seed  production,  together 
with  a  large  importation  of  seed,  will  be  necessary  in  order 
to  make  possible  a  normal  sugar  beet  acreage  in  1919.

MOVEMENT  AND   SUPPLIES   OF  SOY  BEANS 
AND  COWPEAS. 

During  the  months  of  January  and  February  the  move- 
ment of  soy  beans  and  cowpeas  from  farmers'  hands  was 
unusually  heavy  because  of  the  increasing  high  prices  that 
were  being  offered  by  shippers.  Jobbers  and  dealers  in  con- 
suming sections  were  active  buyers  taking  all  offerings  by 
shippers  and  at  steadily  advancing  prices.  A  number  of 
farmers  who  were  inclined  to  hold  their  stocks  earlier  in 
the  season  placed  their  supply  on  the  market  and  it  became 
evident,  in  the  opinion  of  many  of  the  larger  shippers,  that 
the  1917  crop  is  larger  than  was  at  first  reported  by  them. 

The  prices  paid  by  shippers  to  farmers  in  the  early  part 
of  the  season,  or  December,  1917,  were  as  follows:  Soy 
beans,  $4.50  to  $5.50  per  100  pounds;  cowpeas,  $3.40  to  $4.40 
per  100  pounds.  Owing  to  the  heavy  demand  during  January 
and  February,  these  prices  advanced  to  $6.20  per  100  pounds 
■  for  soy  beans,  and  $5.15  per  100  pounds  for  cowpeas  by 
March  first.  (A  table  of  "Wholesale  and  Retail  Selling 
Prices  of  Field  Seeds,"  by  divisions,  is  given  elsewhere  in 
this  issue  of  the  Seed  Reporter.)  Since  that  date  the 
demand  has  weakened  considerably  and  prices  have  declined 
about  75  cents  per  100  pounds. 

However,  snippers,  some  of  whom  are  reported  to  have 
large  stocks  on  hand,  are  optimistic  over  the  situation  and 
anticipate  renewed  activity  in  the  market  as  the  planting 
season  approaches  and  present  stocks  in  dealers'  hands  find 
their  way  into  the  hands  of  the  consumer. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  percentage  of  the  1917  crop  in 
growers'  hands  March  20,  1917,  is  as  follows:  Soy  beans,  37 
per  cent;  cowpeas,  29  per  cent.  In  this  connection  it  is  well 
to  remember  that  these  estimates  include  the  quantity  in 
farmers'  hands  in  producing  sections  necessary  for  the  1918 
planting. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  a  general  shortage  of  soy 
beans,  although  several  counties  in  Louisiana,  Georgia,  and 
Tennessee  report  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of  seed  has  not 
been  obtained  to  supply  local  planting  requirements  for  this 
season.  However,  eastern  North  Carolina  and  several  coun- 
ties_  in  Mississippi  and  Tennessee  report  a  surplus,  and  sup- 
plying those  districts  where  there  is  a  shortage  is  wholly  a 
question  of  distribution. 

The  State  of  Florida  and  a  few  counties  in  Georgia, 
North  Carolina,  and  Tennessee'  report  a  shortage  of  cow- 
peas. The  stocks  held  by  shippers  in  producing  sections  and 
by  jobbers  at  distribution  points,  together  with  the  esti- 
mated percentage  of  the  1917  crop  still  in  farmers'  hands, 
appear  ample  to  meet  all  local  and  outside  demands. 


Weekly  Reports  on  Seed  Corn 

The  seriousness  of  the  seed  corn  situation  in  the  central  and 
north  central  corn  producing  areas  warrants  making  every  pos- 
sible effort,  not  only  to  conserve  supplies,  but  to  make  provi- 
sion for  an  adequate  and  economic  distribution  of  all  seed  corn 
that  is  suitable  and  available  for  planting  this  spring.  Various 
agencies  are  assisting  in  the  present  seed  corn  situation,  but  the 
obstacles  have  been  many  and  the  progress  made  has  not 
seemed  to  meet  wholly  the  situation  that  prevails. 

The  Bureau  of  Markets  Seed  Reporting  Service  is  planning 
to  issue  special  weekly  reports  on  seed  corn  beginning  April  6 
and  ending  June  8,  1918,  in  the  central  and  north  central  corn 
producing  areas.  The  areas  of  serious  seed  corn  shortage  prac- 
tically comprise  seed  reporting  divisions  numbers  4,  5,  and  6. 
which  included  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Lower  Michigan,  and 
Kentucky  in  Division  4;  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Min- 
nesota. Uoper  Michigan,  and  Wisconsin  in  Division  5  :  and  Me- 
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braska,  Kansas,  Iowa  and  Missouri  in  Division  6.  The  head- 
quarters of  these  divisions  are  respectively :  Chicago,  111.,  Min- 
neapolis,  Minn.,   and  Kansas   City,   Mo. 

Every  grower  or  dealer  who  handles  seed  corn  in  a  commer- 
cial way,  or  who  has  on  hand  approximately  SO  bushels  or  more 
of  seed  corn,  at  any  time  during  the  period  indicated  above,  is 
required  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under  authority  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  the  food  production  Act  (Public  No.  40, 
65th  Congress),  to  report  regularly  to  the  branch  office  of  the 
Seed  Reporting  Service  of  his  division  on, forms  provided  for 
this  purpose.  The  information  requested  covers  quantity,  va- 
rieties, prices,  and  germination  of  all  stocks  of  corn  held  for 
seed  or  offered  for  sale  as  seed  corn  by  growers  and  dealers. 
The  reports  are  to  be  mailed  to  the  branch  office  on  Wednes- 
day of  each  week;  the  data  will  then  be  tabulated  and  the  sum- 
mary of  these  data  mailed  from  the  branch  office  of  the  divi- 
sion on  Saturday  of  the  same  week  to  all  who  make  reports  of 
stocks  or  holdings,  and  to  any  others  who  may  request  that  they 
be  put  upon  the  mailing  list  to  receive  this  service. 

In  addition  to  the  periodical  weekly  reports  which  will  be 
mailed  from  the  branch  office,  the  information  received  will  be 
kept   on   file   and   used   for    furnishing   specific   information   to 


answer  special  inquiries  that  may  come  to  the  office  from  either 
buyers  or  sellers  of  seed  corn.  An  endeavor  will  be  made  to 
render  every  possible  assistance  in  order  that  every  bushel  of 
the  available,  limited  supplies  of  seed  corn  in  this  area  may  be 
put  to  the  best  possible  use,  and  not  a  bushel  of  good  seed  left 
unused  at  the  end  of  the  planting  season. 

Any  one  wishing  to  receive  the  reports  as  issued  should  ad- 
dress the  branch  office  of  the  Seed  Reporting  Service  of  the 
division  in  which  he  is  located.  The  addresses  of  these  offices 
are  as  follows :  for  Division  4,  59  Board  of  Trade  Building, 
Chicago,  111. ;  for  Division  5,  320  Flour  Exchange  Building, 
Minneapolis,  Minn. ;  and  for  Division  6,  222  Produce  Exchange 
Building,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

The  mailing  lists  of  the  Department  contain  the  names  and 
addresses  of  practically  all  regular  dealers  and  growers  of  seed 
corn,  but  in  the  present  emergency  there  are  many  who  are 
handling  seed  corn,  or  who  may  have  stock  on  hand  who  would 
not  regularly  be  included  in  these  lists.  Therefore  it  is  requested 
that  every  one  who  is  engaged  in  the  seed  corn  business  at  this 
time  in  any  way  make  application  to  the  branch  office  of  the 
division  in  which  he  is  located  for  blanks  upon  which  to  make 
weekly  reports.

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Report  of  Seed  Stocks  for  the  United  States  by  Divisions 


The  report  for  the  remainder  of  the  field  seed  stocks  by 
totals  for  the  United  States  is  given  as  a  separate  table  in 
this  issue. 


In  addition  to  the  publication  of  tables  giving  reports 
by  totals  for  the  United  States  in  the  War  Emergency  Seed 
Survey  of  January  31,  1918,  it  has  seemed  desirable  in  many 
items  to  publish  reports  of  stocks  by  divisions,  in  order  that 
information  may  be  available  as  to  the  distribution  of  such 
stocks  under  the  date  of  the  survey. 

A  map  published  in  this  issue  shows  the  ten  divisions 
into  which  the  country  is  divided  for  seed  reporting  work. 
Wherever  the  survey  has  shown  a  general  distribution  of  the 
stocks  of  any  one  item  throughout  the  United  States,  and 
the  proportionate  distribution  by  divisions  seems  to  be  of 
sufficient  importance  to  publish  in  this  way,  figures  for  all 
ten  divisions  have  been  given  in  all  columns.  Wherever  the 
principal  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  any  one  item  has  been 
confined  to  a  few  divisions,  figures  are  given  here  for  such 
divisions  and  the  totals  for  all  of  the  other  divisions  are 
reported  as  one  item. 

The  report  of  stocks  by  divisions  for  red  clover  and 
alsike  clover  was  given  in  the  issue  of  the  Seed  Reporter  for 
March  1;  the  report  of  all  vegetable  seed  stocks  included  in 
this  survey,  and  a  portion  of  the  field  seed  stocks,  by  totals 
for  the  United  States,  were  given  in  the  issue  of  March  20.

Reference  is  made  to  tables  published  on  pages  2  and  3 
of  the  Seed  Reporter  for  February  1,  1918,  giving  a  tabula- 
tion of  reports  received  from  shippers  of  sorghums,  millets, 
Sudan  grass,  sqy  beans,  cowpeas,  and  lespedeza,  under  date 
of  December  31,  1917.  At  the  time  these  tables  were  pub- 
lished, attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  serious 
weather  conditions  during  the  preceding  month  had  dis- 
turbed the  mail  seryice  to  such  an  extent  that  complete  re- 
turns had  not  been  received  up  to  that  time,  and  that  the 
tables  given  represented  a  compilation  of  reports  received 
and  were  not  intended  to  represent  complete  data.  It  also 
was  stated  that  if  subsequent  reports  materially  changed  the 
results  stated  in  those  tables,  revised  and  corrected  tables 
might  be  published  in  the  Seed  Reporter  at  some  future 
date. 

_  After  tabulating  the  reports  which  have  been  received 
since  February  1,  it  is  thought  that  the  changes  in  reports  are 
hardly  sufficient  to  warrant  the  publication  of  a  table  by  states 
arid  sections.  In  the  following  table  is  given  the  totals  for 
the  United  States  of  all  reports  received.  There  is  included 
in  this  table,  column  7,  which  was  omitted  in  the  table  pub- 
hshedFebruary  1.  This  column  gives  the  total  quantity  of 
the  1915  crop  shipments  reported  for  sorghums,  millets,  and 
audan  grass.  Column  5,  showing  the  total  quantity  of  the 
1917  crop  shipped  and  likely  to  be  shipped,  represents  the 
sum  -of  columns  3  and  4  and  is  given  in  order  that  the  total 
shipments  for  each  of  the  three  years,  1917,  1916,  and  1915  mav 
be  readily  compared.

Report  of  War  Emergency  Seed  Survey  for  Canada,  January  31,  1918 


(Survey  conducted  and  tables  prepared  by  the  Seed  Com- 
missioner of  Canada.) 

The  tabular  data  furnished  here  of  the  Canadian  seed 
survey  were  prepared  by  the  Seed  Commissioner  of  Canada, 
and  represent  the  results  of  a  survey  of  the  same  date  and 
conducted  under  instructions  similar  to  the  one  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  Markets  Seed  Reporting  Service  for  the 
United  States.     The  tables  published  here  will  be  of  con- 


siderable interest  to  those  handling  seeds  in  the  United 
States,  because,  when  taken  together  with  the  published 
data  for  the  United  States,  they  will  represent  practically  a 
complete  report  for  North  America.  The  common  inter- 
change of  seeds  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
makes  it  of  value  for  each  country  to  know  the  resources  of 
the  other  when  considering  plans  for  the  most  efficient  dis- 
tribution and  conservation  of  supplies.

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Wholesale  and  Retail  Selling  Prices  of  Field  Seeds 


In  the  table  below  are  given  the  wholesale  jobbing  and 
retail  prices  of  highest  grade  field  seeds  on  or  about  March 
23,  1918.  The  divisions  shown  at  the  top  of  the  columns  are 
the  same  as  those  being  used  in  reporting  seed  surveys, 
which  are  shown  in  an  outline  map  of  the  United  States  in 
this  issue.  The  wholesale  prices  were  obtained  from  the 
price  lists  of  the  leading  seedsmen  in  each  of  the  divisions 
and  the  retail  prices  were  obtained  from  the  price  lists  of 
local  dealers  and  from  special  inquiries  to  farmers  and 
country  merchants. 

The  actual  spread  between  wholesale  and  retail  prices 
for  the  same  grade  of  seed  may  be  greater  than  that  indi- 
cated in  the  table  for  some  of  the  seeds  because  it  is  thought 
that  in  many  cases  the  retail  price  given  does  not  repre- 
sent the  highest  grade  of  seed  whereas  the  wholesale  price 
of  the  best  grade  offered  by  a  seedsman  was  taken. 

Considerable  variation  in  the  price  of  the  best  grade  of 
seed  was  noted  in  the  lists  of  seedsmen  in  the  same  or  in 
different  divisions.  It  is  known  that  the  best  grade  of  some 
seedsmen  is  no  better  than  the  second,  or  even  the  third, 
grade  of  other  seedsmen.  Therefore  prices  and  designations 
of  private  brands  or  grades  should  be  supplemented  by  sam- 
ples of  identical  lots  in  order  to  be  certain  that  the  quality 
of  seed  desired  is  being  purchased  at  the  lowest  price. 

What  appears  to  be  a  discrepancy  in  a  number  of  cases 
where  the  retail  price  is  the  same  as  or  less  than  the  whole- 
sale price  is  in  reality  in  conformity  with  the  facts.  In  sec- 
tions which  produce  large  quantities  of  certain  kinds  of 
seeds  that  small  portion  of  these  quantities  which  are  needed 
for   reseeding   in   these   same   sections   is   distributed   locally 


from  farmer  to  farmer  or  from  local  dealer  to  farmer,  and 
transportation,  handling,  and  more  thorough  cleaning  charges 
do  not  enter  into  the  cost  of  the  seed.  Hence  such  seed  in 
these  producing  sections  retails  at  the  same  price  as  or  at  a 
lower  price  than  that  charged  by  jobbers  who  wholesale  it 
in  consuming  sections.  If  the  producing  section  for  certain 
kinds  of  seed  is  extensive  enough  to  include  nearly  or  quite 
a  division,  the  retail  price  of  these  seeds  in  that  section  of  a 
division  may  offset  the  higher  retail  price  charged  in  another 
non-producing  section  of  the  same  division  to  an  extent  suf- 
ficient to  make  the  price  quoted  by  wholesale  jobbers  higher 
than  the  average  retail  price  for  that  division. 

_  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  wholesale  prices  in  a 
division  which  produces  a  large  surplus  of  certain  kinds  of 
seed  will  be  less  than  those  prevailing  in  other  divisions  that 
do  not  produce  a  surplus  of  these  kinds  of  seed.  In  looking 
over  the  table,  however,  it  is  apparent  that  the  wholesale 
prices  of  seeds  by  divisions  do  not  coincide  in  every  case 
with  the  centers  of  production.  This  may  be  explained  by 
the  fact  that  seedsmen  located  in  a  section  producing  a  large 
surplus  of  certain  kinds  of  seed  quite  often  pack  a  grade  of 
these  kinds  that  is  superior  to  the  highest  grade  offered  by 
seedsmen  outside  of  the  producing  section. 

A  few  of  the  many  factors  which  enter  into  a  consider- 
ation of  seed  prices  have  been  mentioned  above  with  the 
purpose  of  indicating  variations  that  might  be  expected  in  a 
table  such  as  is  given  below.  It  is  thought,  however,  that 
the  table  will  be  of  value  in  serving  as  a  basis  of  comparison 
between  wholesale  and  retail  prices  in  a  given  division  and 
between  these  prices  in  other  divisions.
